My meeting in the Military Advisor's office was a one-on-one, 
and obviously reflects the views of the Secretariat only, and 
the Military Advisors office specifically. 

1 The UN is very concerned about the Rwandan government's 
pians to introduce 2,000 troops into the southwest, within two 
weeks as they hear it. 

2. The GOR is also expected to ask that the Francophone troops 
leave Rwanda in the near future. 

3 India has offered an infantry battalion for Rwanda. The UN 
would prefer a battalion of logisticians - their more urgent 
need, especially if the Brits leave Rwanda, as. the UN 
understands th«£ flan, by December. They have asked New Delhi 
tl consider thfs alternative, but have not yet heard back from 
the GOI. 

4 The ON is very concerned about Burundi , and is trying to be 
orenared to split off some UN AMIR troops to a newly mandated 
mission in Bur Jndl. should the need arise. The I^w""* 
be candidates for such a mission /his, in part, explains why 
they are not concerned if the total number of UNAMIR troops 
briefly or temporarily exceeds the 5,000 level authorized by 
tne SC. They would simply inform the SC that they expect this 
to be temporary only- 

5 The UN is not requesting any more Senegalese troops than 
the 240 who converted from Operation Turquoise < the otiginal- 
thought was that their total deployment might be as many as 800. 

6. They confirmed the fact that they have delayed the run***™ 
deployment, but claim it's only for a week or so, while they 
increase Iogistics/sustainment capabilities on the ground. 

7. Kofi Annan and Gen Baril are going to -Somalia next week, 
and may stop in Rwanda briefly. 
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
